TBE CONSOLIDATION QJE8TI0N. 


The Senate Committee on Federal Relations met 
yesterday to consider the resolution of Senator Del 
Valle, protesting against the proposition in Congress 
to permit a merger cf the six transcontinental rail­ 
roads on the Southern Pacific route. The question 
before the committee was on the adoption of the 
substitute offered by Mr. Kc’.ly to tbe resolution of 
Mr. Del \ alle, a;id also on the amendment of Mr. 
Spencer. 


Senator Kelly supporttd his amendment because 
he ¿id net believe, as a legal proposition, that there 
is any authority for the action proposed in the 
Constitution of the United States, or any of the 
statutes passed under it. 
He did not think there i» 
such a thing as a Federal corporation, and believing 
that t j be the case, he was nol in favor of saying, 
as a legal proposition, that tbe results of combining 
with any other company would have tho effect of 
making this 
A FEDERAL CORPORATION. 
If this preposition cf consolidation will be delete­ 
rious to tbe best inti rests of the State, he was op­ 
posed to it, and was also opposed to its goirg on 
record that the result of the consolidation will be to 
effect a Federal corporation. 
Af:er.some deb ite as to the method of proceeding 
with the debate, Sc ator Reddy said: Here is a 
body created by ths State, who asks to be relieved 
from the jurisdiction of the State. 
That is the ci\)y 
question involved. It has been created in this State, 
and wants to do business in this State, but free 
itself from the original cjn trol cf this State. That 
is the question. 
MR. HAYMOND— 
I don’t think that Is the question, and I don’¿ think 
that thia bill frees it from any obligation to tho 
State of California. You tararee what we dcn’t con­ 
cede, and we don’t ask for any delay, but we a£k to 
be heard. 
Senator Kelly—There is n ^ way to incorporate or 
create a corporation under the laws of the United 
States that I know cf. 
Senator Reddy—You raised the question of the 
power of the General Government to create such a 
corporation ? But is not tbo question here, that we 
don’t want it, whether the Government has the 
power or not ? 
After some farther discussion as to the real issues, 
it was ordered that Mr. Haymond open and close the 
debate, having one hour allotteJ for each. 
Mr. 
Haymond then addressed the committee. 
Mr. Haymond spoke for about an hour, until re­ 
cess. He described the eutiFo transcontinental rail­ 
road systems, referring frequently to a large map. 
He outlined all the Acts of Congress authorizing 
railroad construction, and explaining the relation of 
one to the other. There was a large attendance, 
and Mr. Haymond was liiteued to with profound 
attention. His speech rose to a high plane of im­ 
pressive eloquence. 
After recess 
SENATOR CROSS 
Addressed the committee, eaying: la the Senate, afew 
days since,when th s resolution was proposed, I asked 
that it be referred to this coromntee, and gave as a 
reason for tho motion that I believed the resolution 
contained three direct statements of falsehood. I 
said then that I would investigate this resolution 
for the purpose of detcmvBing that matter before 
I should put myself upon record upon that proposi­ 
tion. I have not yet had time to consider it as I 
should like to have done, on account cf illness 
and other matters which demanded my attention. 
Mr. Cross sa:d bespoke a? a Senator, as a citizen 
and as a man. He believed all these were contained 
in the words,411 am a Democrat.” As a Democrat 
he could never consent that Congress oould by any 
act take from the control of the State any of the 
taxable property of the State after the dcchions 
of the Supreme Court of the United States. What­ 
ever property is within the limits of the State is un­ 
der the control of the State. As citizens of Califor­ 
nia, in wh&t position will this resolution place us, if 
by it we sa> the Central Pacific Railroad and other 
roads arc freed from State control? How could the 
State, if Congress passes the bill after the declara­ 
tion the State :3 now asked to make, offer to exer­ 
cise control over these roads? Suppose the next day 
Mr. Del Valle should introduce a bill to control the 
railroads of the State, in what position would we be 
placed?

to place siimself squarely on the reoord to the effect 
that the State 
DOES NOT L06E CONTROL 
Over these road?, bo far as taxes are concerned, 
whether the Act passes Congress cr net. If the 
Senat/adopts the resolution it takes the responsi­ 
bility of the truth cf it. Mr. Cross here referred to 
the proposed Act, as he had seen it. It proposed 
Simply to make one continuous line on one route, 
and prohibits the cons- lidation of any parallel roads. 
He read from the Act and analyzed it. He said that 
California claimed the right to control the roads 
within her borders; first, to regulate freights and 
fires; second, to collect taxes on all property owned 
by those loads within the limits of the Stite. He be 
Iie'ed her claims to be just and true, and wheu the 
resolution admití the possibility of their being 
taken out of such State control it recites a false­ 
hood. It is a falsehood, btcauso the question has 
BEEN BEFORE THE COURTS 
Again and again, and their decisions have been uni­ 
formly in accordance with these views. IIo cited 
18th Wallace Reports United States Supreme Court, 
Union Facific Railroad Compary vs. Pcnnison, in 
support of his views. He read from the cage, be­ 
ginning with page 5, showing that the Supreme 
Court of the United States has laid down the law 
that although a railroad company may be chartered 
by the United States G jvcrnment, and carry out the 
fianchi8e of a post an 1 military road, that still such 
a road is nnd«.r and s abject to t-c control of a State, 
and subject to taxation therein, as much as any 
o^her piece of property in it, and subject to what­ 
ever rule of law the State may see fit to inqicse 
upon it. 
Mr. Cro»s said he took it to be well underfctood 
and settled that the State has the control of rates of 
freights and fares within tbe limits of the State. 
Within State limits the Federal Government has no 
right to infringe upon the powers of the State to 
tax thcee corporations and to control them. 
For 
one, he would never yield up this State right, and 
the Government at Washington cannot deprite the 
State of 
THAT SOVEREIGN BIGHT, 
Mr. Cross dwelt on this branch of his subject at 
length and wiih great earnestness and an eloquence 
t i»at kept the attention of his audience completely. 
He spoke for something over an hour, and delivered 
what was certainly a most effective argument. 
J. H. Budd, Congressmin-elcct, then addressed the 
committee at length in favor of the resolution. He took 
tho ground that the Act of Cons res» nnder consid­ 
eration contained deceptive clauses. That tho ter­ 
mini set forth in the Act were indefinite and would 
permit consolidation by the Southern companies 
with ary other companies touching aft any points on 
any of the waters on rither side. He held that the 
Act revived the old charter of the Atlantic arid Pa­ 
cific Railroad, and that grants and privileges to fix 
freights and fares would be revived also, and could 
be rxcrcised by the new company, and that the Act 
will revive all lapsed land grants the new company 
may connect and cons lidate with. 
As Mr. Budd made the>-'e several assertions they 
were replied to by Colonel líajniond aud Senator 
Cross, wbo pointed out that Mr. Budd’s argument 
was based on mere and forced technicalities and 
strained conclusions and false predicate». Colonel 
Haymond eaid that in proof of it the contesUrnta 
were wiiling that the bill might be amended 
TO COYER ALL THESE TECHNICALITIES 
And objections. All the railroad people wanted w u 
the right to operate on the lowest economics j 
plane 
one 
continuous 
lino 
from 
tbe Gulf 
seaboard to the I’aeifie. 
It was of no more 
interest to the railroad company than to ihe 
people of the coast, who on sober second thought 
would admit it. Tho people had far greater interest 
in it, and the continuous line under one control was 
in the infere8t of low rates and economic operation 
of the road. 
Mr. Budd was followed by ex-Gorcrnor Irwin, 
who spoke earnevtty for the resolntb-u for over half 
an hour. 
He held that while the Federal Govern­ 
ment h#s not a rivht to create •orporations, save to 
carry on the functions of the Government, and while 
that was Democratic doctrine, still Democratic doc­ 
trines and principles have failed to maintain them­ 
selves in that respect, and th? Federal < ovemtnenl 
has established corporati u s and will do so r«ain, 
until Democratic doctrines again are in the ascend­ 
ancy. 
AT THE EVENING SESSION 
Assemblyman Leverson addressed the committee, 
speaking but briefly. He was followed by i olonel 
Haymond, who spoke during the n m tinder of the 
evening. He wa#, daring that time, frequently 
calle 1 upon to reply to questions hy ev-Governor 
Irwin ?nd Charles Reynolds. The eommittee the* 
adjourned until 9 o'clock tbii morning.

Montreal on 'Wednesday closed a week of 
wonderful winter festivity that is sugges­ 
tive of possibilities in other quarters. It 
was her week of ice carnival. To it came 
tens of thomands of citizens of the border, 
and many distinguished people of all that 
region. To Californians of the valleys, espe­ 
cially those of the younger generation, the 
fancy can but faintly picture the scenes of 
the week. 
They can but ill conceive of 
p!casare and robust out-door sport for fifty 
thousand people with the thermometer fif­ 
teen degrees below zero. The bare con­ 
templation in thought of Canadian frost- 
congealed rivers and the “ sap consuming 
winter’s drizzle enow,” chills their 
blood. The prevailing freezing weather 
here, that make thin, apologetic films of 
ice upon exposed shallow waters, give 
th:m anything but pleasant ideas of 
winter, 
“ Pullen and sad, with all his ri-in? train— 
Vapors, and clouds and storms." 
But to the hardy people of the St. Law­ 
rence border the ice king has few terrors 
and brings them many delights. 
Last week they surpassed all former 
efforts ; money was lavished with unsur­ 
passed prodigality, and the realms of 
fancy searched to the uttermost cor­ 
ners for devices 
of 
mirth. 
They 
erected a palace in the center of 
Dominion Square, its four walls 100 feet 
on a Bide, composed of massive blocks of 
solid ice ; the roof, a sheet of ice evoked 
from showers of spray cast over cedar 
beams and branches, until a solid transía, 
cent arch and ceiling was formed ; its 
corner spires of upright icicles towering far 
aloft; the central tower a hollow structure 
of ice 32 feet on every side and stretching 
over 100 feet toward the sky, and around 
it broad aisles, bearing such delightfully 
cooling and snggeBtive titles, as Jeannette 
Corridor, Hudson’s Strait, McClintock Pas­ 
sage and Wrangel Land Foyer. The front of 
this remarkable structure, which required 
50,000 cubic feet of ice, was adorned with 
national statues, sculptured in ice, and on 
either side the main entrance wa3 an 
Arctic hut. At night this boreal palace of 
thick-ribbed ice was lighted by a hundred 
electric lights, and bathed in the red glare 
of crimson pyrotechnic fires. As these 
were suddenly lighted the glittering walls 
gave back millions of dezzling diamond 
flashes, and invested the scene with re­ 
splendent beauty. Tne multitude wel­ 
comed the opening of this magic structure 
with cheers for the Queen of England, the 
President and the people of the United 
States. One can pardon the exuberance of 
the Montreal Gazette, which speaks with an 
odd mixture of business and fancy, when 
it declares that the carnival “ excites an 
interest to the very ends of the earth 
among persons whom dry statistics or drier 
argument would repel. It is (to look at it 
in a business light) a practical advertise­ 
ment which could in no way be surpassed. 
From a patriotic and public standpoint it 
is a glorious conception.” 
With the inauguration of the ioe palace 
began a week of unbroken revelry, at­ 
tracting thousands of people and dollars to 
their city—for the Canadians well under­ 
stand how to enjoy the maximum of sport 
and at the same time turn an honest penny. 
They had a citizens’ procession with 2,000 
sleighs, 4,000 horses and a quarter of a 
million of merry bells; four hundred 
curlers from twenty clubs, played before 
an audience of 10,000 people, who gave but 
a grain of thought to the low-spirited ther­ 
mometer ; hundreds of skaters filled the 
twenty great rinks on the river ; there were 
snow-shoe races, steeple chases, ice trots, 
hockey matches, barrel races, skating 
raatchos, obstacle races, backward races, 
tandem driving, and a score of sports of 
like nature, including some excellent rac­ 
ing between fine horses and gentlemen’s 
teams. There was, on one night, a torch­ 
light procession by 1,000 snow shoers, clad 
in white, moving in a weird waving line 
up the steep slopes of Mount Royal. 
There was coasting down hilly streets, 
closed to traffic fcr the week ; tobogganing 
was engaged in by thousands, that seem 
to have completely fascinated the visiting 
Americans ; there were fancy dress balls 
and masquerade carnivals on the ice, Baid 
to have been wonderfully brilliant; there 
were banquets in memory of Burns ; ban­ 
quets by the corporation to distinguished 
visitors ; concerts, balls and receptions and 
skating carnivals on the river at night be­ 
neath the cold white rays of many electric 
lights. Not the least interesting of all 
these features were sham tights on snow 
shoes; a fine exhibition of fish; ex­ 
cursions to points of interest; and, lastly, 
the running to and fro of a seventeen-ton 
locomotive with a long train of passenger 
cars for excursionists acrot3 the river, the 
track being laid apon the icy bosom of the 
stately St. Lawrence. 
And so the people of Montreal snatched 
pleasure from the biting days when 
“ Leave» lure se»r, 
And flowers are dead, and fields are drear, 
And s-reams nr; wild, and i-kies are bleak, 
Aud white with snow each mountain peak— 
When winter rules the year.”

The Great Fine»!*. 
PENNSYLVANIA. 
Pittsburg, February 5tb.—The apprehen­ 
sions owing to the phenomenal ¡riso of the 
Allegheny river are allayed. The river has 
been ststtonaiy for several hours. The bridge 
connecting Allegheny City with the island 
was svrt pt awsy. The Mechanics’ Bteel bridge 
was seriously injured, and is cli sed to travel. 
Every bridge an 1 culvert cm the Pittsburg 
and Western Railway, between Collier's 
Junction and this city, is carried aw;>y. The 
Allegheny Valley and Fort Wayne roads 
! have also suffered greatly, and travel ia 
nearly su?pecded. The lower portions of 
Allegheny City ore under water, and many 
workshops and foundries have bejn compelled 
to susnend operations. The damage will ex­ 
ceed §100,000. 
Kittanhing, February 5th.—One hundred 
families are mi viog to the tecond stories or 
going away. Great Buffering on account of 
the co;d weather is reported. 
Newcastle, February 5lh.—A number of 
bridges crossing the Neshanncck are swept 
away, and all the manufactories have shut 
down. One hundred families were washed 
out. 
WEST VIRGINIA. 
W heeling, February 5'h.—The river here 
m-rks 31 feet 9 inches, and is rising at the 
rate ol seven inches an hour. The surface is 
a mass of ice and slush, with a large quantity 
of drift-wood, barrelp, fences, small bridges 
and the like. About neon a mail barge with 
two wagons passed, and shortly after a flit 
with a new buggy, one end being sunk. The 
fair grounds of the State Exposition Associa­ 
tion, and other low parts of Wheeling Island, 
are under water ; Tilao a few low portions of 
the main part of the ci'y. Some residents of 
the island streets usually submerged by high 
water arc moving out. The banks of made 
ground in South Wheeling, which have been 
washed by the water, caved in, and a boy 
was thrown into the water, but was rescued. 
OHIO, 
Cleveland, February 5th.—The heavi«Bt 
lesies bv the flood were sustained by the 
lumber firms of Monroe Bros., SSO.OGO; 
Forbes. Barstow & Co., §60,000; Cleveland 
Sawmill and Lumber Company, §50,000; 
Sturtevsnt & Co., §30,000. The total will 
reach §300,000. 
Colcmbcs, Fobruarr 5th.—Reports from 
all parts of central Ohio shew the highest 
water by from six to twenty inches ever 
known. The Scioto in this city is fourteen 
inches higher than ever before, and the dam­ 
age here has been enormous, mostly to the 
inundatod portion on the west side. Over 
100 families had to quit their houses. The 
river by noon to-day had fallen three feet, 
and the worst is over. < 
T oledo, February 5th.—Reports received 
here show that the damage by the fl mds is 
confined for the most part to this immediate 
locality. Telegiapbic communication with 
many points is still cut off. The tracks of all 
the railroads leading east, south and ncuth- 
we.ri are under water in many places. Sev­ 
eral bridges are badly damaged and are im­ 
passable. The ice in Arglaize river at 
Defiance broke up yesterday afternoon, and 
at 6 o'clock it was badly gorged at the mcu'.h 
of the stream. About midnight the gorge 
broke, flooding that portion of the town, and 
•compelling many families to leave their 
dwellings. At 2 o’clock this morning the 
river had riseu thirty fee*-, and everything 
was flooded. At points along the Maumee, 
between hero aud D-tianee, the water is still 
rising. It is reported also that there hss been 
considerable destruction of property by the 
flooding of buildings end damage to bridges. 
No indications of a breakup yet. 
Cincinnati, February 5 h.—The heavy 
rains which caused such disastrous fl oods iu 
western Pennsylvania, northern end central 
Ohio and a portion of Indiana, did roi reach 
this poiut, and whatever rise is ia the Ohio 
river will come from the upper streams. Toe 
rain Saturday wa3 not uru-ual, and was suc­ 
ceeded by cold weather bef. re morning. 
Akron, February 5th.—Fuller information 
increases the previous estimates of the flood 
loss. The New York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio Railroad has trains luuning between 
Kent and Galion. The Cuyahoga Valley 
Railroad cannot be operated for several days, 
Ths Oonnellton Valley Railroad will send a 
trial train from Canton Ihis afternoon. The 
Tnscaruvis Valley Railroads trains have boon 
abandoned. The draining water south fr. m 
Summit; Lake to Cave City carried aw..y a 
bridgo rn the Cleveland, Akron and Colum­ 
bus Railroad just as the crowded Fort Wayne 
express got across. 
INDIANA. 
Indianapolis, February 5 h.—White river 
reacted its highest point at noon to-day. 
The water was higher than ever before 
known. Tee damage along the river is very 
serious but no estimate can be made. There 
woe eight feet of water on the fl ror of the 
engius-houB9 at the water-workn. It was 
fe-.red f;r a time that the cupply of water 
for the city would bo cut off. i'ce Wabash 
river is booming. Two spans of the Wabash, 
S;. Louis sud Pacific Railroad bridge are 
down at Loganiporr, end regular trains have 
been abandoned. Tne fl ioda throughout tbe 
Stats are general. Nerriy all the railroads 
suffered damage by waebouls and loss oi 
bridges. On account of the disordered c udi- 
tion of the telegraph lines, it is difficult to 
get accurate information.

Washington, February 5;h.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day Sherman presented a memorial of 
the Obio legislature, mking the passage of a 
biil for increased pensions to one armed aud 
one-legged soldiers. 
Camercn of Wiscorein introduced a joint 
resolution for the relief of sufferers by the 
late floods in the valley of tbe Rhine, Ger­ 
many.

After au executive session the tariff bill 
was taken up. 
Morrill thought it very unlikely that a bill 
which would make larger reductions than the 
one under consideration could be passed,'and 
appealed to Senators generally to vote for the 
bid, and not leave the question unsettled, 
thus alarming and damaging all the business 
interests of the country. 
Beck believed if the question had not been 
embarrassed by tho action of the Tariff Com­ 
mittee a bill far bettor than the one now 
pending would have been passed before now. 
This bill, he said, purporting to reduce the 
per pie’s burdens, would really increase them 
greatly for the benefit of a smsll class of the 
community. Instead of a reduction on cat- 
ten. there would be au increase of over a 
million of dollars. The Chairman of the 
Finance Committee told us wo were going to 
reduce the revenues of the Government sev­ 
enty-five millions of dollars, but this bill pro- 
po-es to increase them in various directions.

W ashington, February oth —Judge Black, 
in his argument beiora the House Judiciary 
Committee against the c mstitutioaaiity of 
anti Mormon legislation, took the ground that 
the matters to which these laws relate were 
in their nature more purely domestic, private 
and local tbr.n any other to which bnrnan 
legislation applies. The Mormons have the 
right to make iheir own laws on the subj»ct. 
Their right belongs by nature, and it is a 
great principle of universal law to every sep­ 
arate community to settle upon public lands 
with tbe consent of tbe Fe 'eral Government. 
When these people colonized themselves be­ 
yond the limits of the States they did cot 
leave liberties behind them. The freedom of 
t a community íeults necessarily from the 
freedom' of the individuals who compra? 
it. 
This was tbe very principle which tri­ 
umphed in the enccess of the Revelation. 
No one can _ deny now, except for the 
occasion, which w.-uld have made him 
a Tory in 1776, that the right of 
local self governor nt is reserved by the Con- 
Htiiution to tbe people ef the Territories ss 
distinctly and clearly as to the States, snd a 
snbj -ct upon which Congreee cannot legislate 
in a State is manifest y beyond its power in 
a Territory. W. at is called the Edmunds 
bid, but what tbe Sena‘or of that name cer- 
tai !y did not draw up, expressly puts he 
cocstitutianaliry on the tx.lu.ivo jurisdiction 


of the United States in the Territories 
Judge Black denounces this as simply a fa­ 
ble. No such jurisdiction is given, nor any 
jurisdiction at all over local affairs in the 
Territories more than ia ths Sratee. Fowers 
not given are withheld. This is a mere 
usurpation, a gross violation of the Constitu­ 
tion, which is willinlly committed, and s 
heinous. Judge Rlsck concluded with the 
assertion that the bill is one of pairs and 
penalties, not to punish polygamy, tut to 
strike the whole people of a Territory wi.h a 
blasting corse of political slavery, and he 
protested sgsiost all this legislation as a per­ 
fidious eutraee upon the p;rsonal liberty of 
the people, who are and ot right ought to be 
free. 
Ih e Question of Coinage. 
W ashington, February 15th.—The H u-e 
Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures 
this evening adopted, by a vo'e of C to 2, tbe 
following resolutions, ard instructed the 
Chairman to report them to the House : 
Itesoleed, 7 hat it is inexpedient to discontinue 
coinage under the existing laws. 
Jlenolved, That all coin now ia tho treasury, ex­ 
cepting an amount not exceeding-25 per cent, of the 
out-tandiog greenback cirdilation as a redemption 
fund, also excepting all sums held for the redemp­ 
tion of ouutJii .ing gold and silver cert licites, 
should be at once used in the paymeot of the out­ 
standing interest-bearing obligations of the Govern­ 
ment, subject to e ll and payment, as it is the judr- 
ment of this committee that it is inexpedient to 
suspend the coinige of the standard silver dollar 
under the existing law, and as in tne judgment oi 
the treasury officials additional vault room for the 
safe storage of the coins Bhould be provided. 
ilesohed. That this committee re-ommend that 
the Committee on Appropriations appropriate such 
sum as they shall be advised is necessary for pro­ 
viding such ndditional vault room, aud we further 
recommend that such additional vault room should 
be located íb the Mississippi valley, at such point 
or points as shall be determined by the SecrtUry of 
the Treasury. 
The following resolutior, tffered by Hazel- 
tine, was ruled out of order : 
Reset ted. That tho Secretary ol the Treasury be 
required to pay the idle metal monev now in the 
Government safes aad vaults to the’bond holders 
and other c editors ; that such payment be tendered 
at the present places of deposit of such metals, pro­ 
vided that the Secretary of tho Treasury be made 
to issue new legal tender non-interest bcaringTreas- 
ury notes, in addition to the amount now in circu­ 
lation, sufficient to pay such creditors, provided 
such creditors shall prefer such notes to metal 
money.

Progress of lite S infiero Ballroads. 
New York, February o.h.—The Tribune 
hss the following : The Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe Railroad Otmpany has made 
considerable progress with its projected con­ 
nection through Sonora, Mexico, wilh Guay- 
mar. it is believed that the road will be 
open through from Albuquerque soma time 
this year. The company acquired control of 
the Sonora railroad a year ago. At that 
time about ninety miles ef the road had been 
completed to Hermo3illo from Guaymss 
Since theD, a largs part of the lino has been 
finished in the direction of tbe tortbern 
boundary of Mexico. There ia to he built a 
link of fifty miles northward from thefroDtier 
toa connection with the Southern lacifie. 
This lice is to be used j-.iutly by the Southern 
Pacific and the Atchiscn roads frc m Albu­ 
querque. 
The Atehieun extends southward to Darn­ 
ing, on tho Southern Pacific. From Doming 
westward the connection with the Sonora 
road, the Atchison Company has a traffic 
contract for the U36 of the Southern Pacific 
for a distance of about 130 miles. Tbe cost 
of tbe Sonora fine toGuaymas is estimated at 
about six million dollars. The tele graphic 
report that the California Southern Railroad, 
which is now built from 3an Diego to Colton, 
on the Southern Pacific, propnes to built 
eastward to the Colorado river, does not re­ 
ceive crecence from well-iuformed railroad 
officials. TheCafiforniaSouthern isnot owned 
by tbe Atchison Company. It was built by 
Beaton capitalii-ts, and its President, Tho?. 
NiekersoD, was formerly President of Atchi­ 
son ; t ut while there might be harmony be­ 
tween the two interests, tbe ownership cf the 
California Southern is independent of tho 
Atchison. 
The Atlantic and Pacific is now being built 
westward from Albuquerque to the Needle?, 
a point on the Colorado river, where connec­ 
tion will be made with the Southern Pacific, 
now building eastward from Mobav?, Cal 
It is hoped to make the connection this 
spring. Mohave is some distance above Col- 
toD, so the California S uthcrn could serure a 
line to the Atchison road without building 
any new road, provided it could arrange a 
traffic contract for the use of the Southern 
Pacific from Colton to tli? Cobrado river by 
way cf Mohave. A well kuosvn railroad 
man, connected with ths Southwestern in­ 
terests, said yesterday that bo thought the 
Southern Pacific people not obj ct to such an 
arrangement, ar.d would net be disturbed by 
the extension of the California Southern to 
the Colorado. 
The report is not credited in railroad ci.- 
e’es here that tho Atchison people propose to 
establish any line of steamers to the Chinese 
seas from Gaaymas or San Diego, or a coist 
line to Oregon. The Sonora road, it is 
tliongM, is intended to benefit the Atchison 
road only by Mexican traffic, 
W ife Murder and Suicide In a Court­ 
H ouse. 
St. Louis, February 5lh.—John C. Parker, 
the murderer cf Mike Paylon, whose ease 
was docketed for trial in the Criminal Conrt 
to-day, shot his wife through the head about 
noon in the jury-rocm of the Court-house, 
and afterwards sent a bullet into his own 
brain. Mary Craft, sister of Parker, and 
Deputy Sheriff Waiters were in the room at 
the time. It is thought Mrs. Parker fur­ 
nished tbe weapon. Sh.? was instantly killed, 
and at last atcounts Parker was dying.

The Investigation In D ublin.

The prisoner has 
a low, retreating forehead, and sinister ap­ 
pearance. He locks anxious and nervon?. 
The little girl witness, Ellea Brophy, identi- 
lied Kavanaugh as the driver of the car con­ 
taining the men who intended to assassinate 
Field, the juryman. Beridf? Kavanaugh, 
Joseph Brady and Timothy Kelly wers also 
trraigned in connection with the attempt to 
murder Field. After the hearisg of the evi­ 
dence against the prisoners accused of the 
attempt to kill Field, the two Careys, the two 
MnllettB, Whelan, Brady, Kelly and KsV- 
anaurh were charged with tho murder of 
Lord Frederick Cavendi-.h and Burke. The 
reason the ir.ves'igation against Field was 
taken up is that the authorities intend to 
complete tho evidente in that caee to day, 
then osk that tbe uriaouers be remanded. Tho 
identification cf Kavanaugh by Ellen Brophy 
was particularly complerc. When Kava­ 
naugh was identified ho blushed and smiled 
uneasily.

siding. 
Nearly all the members of the Bar 
were in attendance. 
A. P. Gatlin, as ch&irman of the commit­ 
ter, submitted the following report: 
The committee appointed to report resolutions 
expre-sing the fetlin.s of the members of the Bar 
of the city and county of Sacramento on the occa­ 
sion of the death of the Hon. Robert C. < lark, late 
a Judge of the Sunerior Court of Sacramento 
county, beg Pave to submit the following: 
fieaoictd. That we, the members of the Bar of 
Sacramento county, iu c mmou with all our fel'ow- 
cit zeUH, mourn the death of our late honored ai.d 
beloved Jodg»*, the Hon. Robert C. Clark, with 
boürta filled with unfeigned grief, and deeply fuel 
and realize that we, w»th *-ur o w q i ommunity, as well 
as the State, have buffered an irreparable loes. 
The deceased was a learned lawyer and an able 
and upright Judge. lie was a courteous gentle­ 
man, a kind, forbearing and indulgent friend to the 
members of his Bar and the li igantsiu his Court. 
A uniform display of these qualities, rarely united 
in oue person, during more than twenty years of 
coneecutive service on the Bench, was highly appro 
dated by the people of this county, and fixed him 
firmly in ilieir teuderest regard. The unmatched 
serenity of his temper was not the product of any 
repressive training, but was the outflow ot a kindlv 
and tender heart, and was an unfailing spring of 
delight to all who cume in contact with 1. m. lie 
guided the hottest controversies gafely through all 
exigencies, aud always preserved the dignity ar.d 
inspired the respect due to bis office. Ey his pleas­ 
ing addres?, gravity of demeanor, unuqualed pa­ 
tience and fairness in dealing wdth offic ra and 
attorneys, parties and wit ess» e, he made the *»tern* 
est senteuce of the law acceptable as merciful dis­ 
pensations from the fountaine of Justice. 
With a mind of uncommon activity and clearness, 
and a great heart, he readily discharged the most 
difficult duties of his office with wonderful and, we 
are tempted to say, with a’most inc imparable suc­ 
cess. He was foremost in the affections of the peo­ 
ple of this county durii g a period of thirty years, 
twenty-four of which, at their call, were spent in 
their service. For three year? he was th d r repre­ 
sentative in the councils of the State, and twenty, 
one years were spent iu uuremitting judicial labor, 
of which he periormed more than any other three 
men ever hanored with the judicial dignity iu this 
couuty 
Jn private life he was free from reproach, 
aud w s as much'marktd.for his social virtues as for 
distinguished abilities in his public career. As a 
long-tried, faithful and able public servant, who 
merited and received the rich rewards of universal 
confidence and esteem in life, hia name, indelibly 
registered in our memories, deserves an honorable 
fame hereafter.

In this lavt-named capacity he saw a brief 
eeivice in the war with Ruesia, comman ling 
an infantry division of reserve at the battles 
of A 'm a and Ink* rm an. 
H is rcarrisge with 
the Princets Cl itild-*, dr.ujhter , f King Vic­ 
tor E m m sn 'u l of I-aly, took place January 
30, 1859. The offrpiii g are tw > sons and a 
daughter, of whom the eldest child, Napoleon 
V ictor Jtrcm ? Frederick, born Ju iy 18,1862, 
has inherited tho great expectations of the 
late Prince Im perial. 
Prince Napcleon had

Universal Exhibition of Paris of 1S67. made 
in 1865, he resigned in consequence of a dis­ 
agreement with his courin, the E nperor. He 
visited the U nited States in 1S61, and made 
numerous acquaintances with eminent lead­ 
ers on both sides in 'h e great civil contest 
then iaglng. 
W hen Nap deon II I . declared 
war-sgMoet Prussia, iu the snicwrie of 1870, 
Prince Napoleon desired a commind, but was 
refused it, ai d sent to h b father-fjl-law, the 
King of Itily , with the view to ¡«cure his 
co-operation with France in the coi flict. 
In 
tb b attem pt he failed. 
The c o lla te of the 
empire resulted in h b residence in Brussels and 
other on.tioental cities, after which he set­ 
tled in England. 
Upon h b venturing into 
Franc?, a short time after the battle of 
Sedan, he was banished from its soil by a de­ 
cree cf the provisional Governor e it led by 
•Tules Favre and Gam betia. 
In 1875 he 
made t public declaration of his adlierence to 
the rspnblic, through the colum rs of the 
Volunte Rationale.
